It is my thought that if 
you went any further information on what happened in Detroit, all sworn 
to in affidavit form by the perosns to whoa it happened or by those who saw 
it happen, I can get it for you. Also, Henry Schweiahaut is going to make 
a personal, though very quiet, investigation in Detroit, and is perhaps 
at this moment 0*mm on his way to Detroit, If he interviews those who have 
made complaints, which is, I believe, a fair assumption, they will tell 
hist, substantially, what they have set forth in their sworn statements* 

Urge, you will then have what the special investigator assigned by the 
Attorney General has discovered In hie investigation. You will not, of course, 
have what information he may get from the Federal and local authorities who 
he will undoubtedly interview* It might be possible, further, to be informed 
wh t additional in formation these complainant s present. If you would 
to run a story on the nature of w^t happened In Detroit and lend it some 
official air you can use this same stuff and sey that it was presented to 
the Congress, 

It mens very probable to me that the wire-tapping investigation will be 
approved, and when it is it will, I am confident, be a fairly decent and honest 
one. Without a doubt there will be sensational developments, I believe you 
might well be interested in this and early this week I'm going to try and 
find out something about It. If you are not interested I wont mind a bit 
because I am.
